Dear sir/madam, 

Thank you for your recent correspondence regarding the above. I've applied to be excused from 
jury service as I doubt I will be much use in court. My conscience will only ever allow me to pass a 
"not guilty" verdict in a trial, however "guilty" a defendant may appear to be. 

For me love and forgiveness are the cornerstones of being Christian. Jesus tells us the greatest 
commandments are to love God and others (Mark 12:28-31). I cannot do this by passing a guilty 
verdict which would help condemn a defendant to some form of punishment. Vengeance and 
punishment are contrary to kindness and forgiveness. 

The Gospels are very clear on this. Jesus says we should love our enemies and do good to those 
who hate us. He urges us to not judge or condemn but to forgive our fellow man (Luke 6:27-37). 
He warns us when we don't forgive others God won't forgive us (Matthew 6:14-15) and when we 
judge others we too can expect to be judged (Matthew 7:1-6). I'm also very aware that I'm not 
without sin, so don't feel in a position to punish others for theirs (John 8:3-1 1). 

My conscience will not allow me to engage in warfare, lawsuits, voting or holding political office.
